SHINGTON, May 14.—Expansion of 
the regular war army to the full war 
strength contemplated in the adminis- 
tration bill has been authorized by Pres- 
ident Wilson. Organization of the new 
regiments will begin tomorrow. About 
65,000 of the 185,000 men to be added to 


the army already have been recruited. 

The immediate effect of the order wll 
be to promote nearly two-thirds of the 
present officers of the regular army. 

In the Southern Department the Fif- 
ty-first, Fifty-second, Fifty-third, Fifty- 
fourth, Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth Regi- 
ments of infantry will be raised at 
Chickamauga Park, Ga., from the three 
regiments of infantry from the border.

English coast. On March 17, French 
artillerymen shot down a Zeppelin be- 
hind the French lines when it is was 
deavoring to reach Paris.

Dealing in .Corn and Oats for 
May DeliVery Discontinued 
by Exchanges. 


| GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


Board Representatives Asked to 
Meet in Chicago for Action 
to Curb Runaway Prices. 


. All trade in. wheat except to close ex- 
isting contracts was ordered stopped for 
two days by the directors. of the Chicago 
Board of Trade and the St. Louis Mer- 


chants’ Exchange today. Saturday’s clos- 
ing figures were given as the maximum 
at which settlements may, be made. All 
trading in May corn and oats was also 
ordered discontinued. Dealings in May 
wheat were discontinued Saturday. 

The maximum prices in St. Louis Sat 
urday for July and September wheat, re- 
spectively, were $2.68% and $2.42. 

E. C. Andrews, acting president of tlie 
Iuxxchange, declared today that the ac- 
tion of the board would relieve the mar- 
ket position materially. 

He said that while contracts on July 
and September wheat here were large, 
the trade is fairly well evened up, so 
far as. short sales and long purchases 
are concerned. 

There are, however, many short con- 
tracts outstanding in July and Septem- 
ber wheat and these will be adjusted, 
as much as possible, while trading is 
Suspended for two days. 

Andrews expects the market's tone to 
be more normal after outstanding con- 
tracts are settled. 

Speculative commission houses woui1 
be hard hit if trading in all grains 
should be suspended, as their profits 
accrue entirely front commissions on 
optional purchases or sales. 

Cash Grain Interests. 

Cash grain interests would not be ad- 
versely affected, as: the demand for uc- 
tual wheat for months has been enor- 
mous and houses handling the actual 
grain have experienced unusually good 
business, and this would continue. 

Cash wheat Saturday was quoted at 
$3.40 to $3.50 when trading in May Ww heat 
was wispended at $3.38. 

In adjusting open contracts In July and 
September wheat today, the former 
dropped to $2.59% and the latter to $2.23, 
a decline of 19 to 20% cénts from Satur- 
ury’s close. Later the inarket recovered 
7 to 9 cents. Corn sold T%c to . &%c 
higher, with July at $1.59% and Septem- 
ber $1.49%. Late in the session a part 
of the advance was lost. 

This indicates the unusual demand for 
milling wheat for domestic needs and 
was a big factor in the 2l-cent advance 
ir. July an@ September wheat last Sat- 
urday. 

Milling interests are placed in a pe; 
culiar position in the abandonment of 
speculative trading in wheat, as many 
local mills have recently contracted for 
sales of flour for September delivery at 
$2 to $2.50 under current market prices 
and the advartce in July and September 
wheat has caused a jump of $2 to $2.50 
a barrel in flour since the contracts 
were written, entailing a big loss to the 
mills. 

One local mill was credited with hav- 
ing made sales of 10,000 barrels of flour 
19 days ago for September shipment, 
fully $2.50 below prices at that time. 
A member of the Exchange said it might 
be. necessary for the directors to adjust 
these flour sales between millers and 
purchasers. 


CONCERTED ACTION 
TO CURB SOARING 
PRICES PLANNED 


Exchanges of Various Cities 
Urged to Send Representa- 
tives to Chicago Meeting. 


CHICAGO, May 14.—The Chicago 
Board of Trade, following its order to- 
day forbidding trade in grain futures for 
two days, sent out a call to boards of 
trade throughout the country in awhich 
futures are dealt to send representatives 
to Chicago to consider concerted action 
to stop the runaway tendency of wheat 
prices. Invita'‘ions have been sent to 
the following cities: St. Louis, Duluth, 
Minneapolis, Toledo, Kansas City and 
Winnipeg. 

Grain brokers themselves, ir:espective 
of action by the Board of Trade, are ex- 
pected to cease handling § speculative 
grain accounts by night. ‘Three of them 
this forenoon announced that until fur- 
ther notice they would accept no trades 
in wheat, corn or oats options, except to 
sell or to close up existing contracts. 

The three firms were Logan & Bryan, 
which is one of the biggext in the coun- 
try; the Thomson-McKinnon Co. and 
Wagner & Co. Other big houses were 
raid to have similar action under cor- 
sideration. Smaller hcuses, it is said, 
would have to fall in line. 

Brokerage houses in pursuit of: their 
determination to cease speculative trad- 
ing, began dismissing telegraph opera- 
tors, hundreds of whom are employed, 
and lesser clerks. The wheat pit by 
noon was practically deserted, Prices, 
on .the few evening-up trades, sagged 
further. July dropped to $2.52 and Sep- 
tember, to $2.22, net losses respectively of 
23 and &% cents compared with Satur- 
day's close.

JELLICOE CHIEF OF BRITAIN'S 


NEWLY-FORMED NAVAL STAFF 


‘First Sea Lord to Devote His Entire 


Time to Strategic Problems for 
the Fleet, .' 

LONDON, May 14.—The formation of 
a naval staff of which Admiral Sir 
John R. Jellicoe, First Sea Lord, will 
be chief, was announced in the House 
of Commons today by Sir Edward 
Carson, First Lord of the Admiralty. 

Carson said the changes had a two- 
fold object. The first was to free the 
first sea Lord and the heads of the 
raval staff, as far as possible, from 
administrative work in order that they 
might concentrate their attention on im- 
portant issues relating to the naval con- 
duct @P ihe war. 

The second object, he said. was to 
strengthen the shipping, building and 
production Departmnts of th Admiralty 
by providing an arganization compara- 
Lie with that which suplies the army 
with munitions. [t.was further Imtend- 
ed to concentrate, the whole ship-build- 
ing organization. under. one, authoriiy. 

Sir Eric Campbell Gedde. deputy di- 
rector general or munitions supply, had 
been chosen for this position, Sr Ed- 
ward anounced, and would be respon- 
sible for fulfilling the ship-building re- 
quirements of the admiralty, the war of- 
fice and the ministry of shipping.

Separate Peace “An Eternal Shame.” 

“As long as the German proletariat 
marches with Emperor William,” said 
the speaker, “our position is clear. 
Should we now stretch a fraternal hand 
toward the peoples of Central Europe 
to eonclude a separate peace, it would 
be an eternal shame which would lead 
inevitably to the downfall and annihila- 
tion of Rugsia. 

“We will not seek to break our en- 
gagements with our allies. On the con- 
trary, we will do our utmost that the 
allegiance arranged by the bourgeoisie 
shall be more solidly cemented by the 
fraternal union of the allied democra- 
cies.”’ 

Albert Thomas, French Minister of 
Munitions, was received Saturday aftcr- 
noon by the Executive Committee of the 
Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ dele- 
gates and invited to explain his point 
of view on the present political situa- 
tion on the war and on the actions of in- 
ternational Socialism. 

In a speech which lasted more than 
two hours, Thomas indicated what 
French public opinion expected from 
New Russia. He said France was at 
times uneasy regarding the assistance 
‘wiuch Russia might lend. The hopes of 
the French democracy were that the 
New Russia would help France unre- 
servedly. 


Socialists Should Announce Stand. 
Thomas then analyzed the mistakes 


fyvench Socialists might make regarding 
the ideas of Russian Socialists, and vice 
versa. It was necessary, he said, to 
tind bases and conditions on which com- 
mon action could be taken. He explained 
why the majority of French Socialists 
considered it impossible to meet the 
majority of German Socialists in 
a conference which would have been 
convoked without preliminary recogni- 
tion of common principles. He recog- 
nized, nevertheless, he declared. that it 
was desirable that the Socialists of all 
countries should clearly formulate their 
principles. 

Thomas added, however, that this ef- 
fort must not be allowed to become the 
eecasion of new German intrigue. In 
this connection he recalled the intrigues 
cf the German Socialists during the war 
and said that after the United States 
had entered the war and after the revo- 
lution in Russia, the Western Socialists 
could not consent to discuss the demo- 
cratic aims of the war unless they were 
convinced that the war would be vigor- 
ously prosecuted, for the war aims of 
international democracy never would be 
recognized by Prussian militarism. 

To realize democratic ideas, the French 
Minister said, all must work together to 
assure the defeat of Germany. e 

The speech was listened to with inter- 
est and with growing sympathy as it 
proceeded,

SUSPENDED HERE 
FOR TWO BAYS

cided to discontinue all trading in May 
corn and oats. It was further decided 
that for a period of two days no pur- 
chases of wheat whatever will be per- 
mitted, except to liquidate existing con- 
tracts. 

“The latter action automatically de- 
bars any individual, firm, corporation or 
Government from bidding up the price of 
wheat. The directors further restricted 
the operation in wheat by confining 
those dealers desiring to close existing 
contracts to a maximum price which ‘is 
based on Saturday’s close. 

“The action of the board has been 
taken after consultation with the accred- 
ited representatives of the allied Govern- 
ments. Likewise, every step followed by 
us has been in co-operation with this 
Government.”’ 

Resolutions by Béard. 

The resolutions of the directors were 
as follows: 

‘“‘Resolved—From the opening of the 
market on Monday, May 14, 1917, 9:30 a. 
m., to the close of the market Tuesday, 
May 15, 1:15 p. m., members of this 
board shall confine all trades in con- 
tract gradss of wheat for future deliv- 
ery in regular elevators to transactions 
for July and September delivery. No 
member shall make any purchases of 
wheat during the period stated, except 
in liquidating of existing contracts. 
Members may enter into contracts of 
sale without limitation, except as to 
price as hereafter stated. No contracts 
for July delivery shall be entered into 
at a price in excess of $2:75 per bushel; 
no contracts for September shal! be en- 
tered into at a price in excess of $2.45 
per bushel. 

“Be it resolved, That any member 
trading in violation of the foregoing 
shall be deemed to have committed a 
grave offense against the name of the 
association.’’ 

The directors also prohibited trading in 
indemnities, known also as ‘‘bids and of- 
fers,’ and years ago more commonly 
as “puts and calls."’ This order reads 
as follows: 


“All transactions in indemnities on 
May corn, May oats and all deliveries 
of wheat expiring today are hereby de- 
clared null and void and the buyer sha!) 
refund to the seller the purchase price 
of the indemnities, and furthermore all 
trading in indemnities in wheat, uniil 
further notice, is discontinued.” 

Traders Bewildered. 

Secretary Merrill of the board read 
the various resolutions in the great 
trading hall from the visitors’ gallery. 
It was a rather bewildered lot of trad- 
ers who heard him deliver the mandates 
which took the props from under the 
routine of their business lives. He con- 
cluded just a moment before the gong 
announced the resumption of trading. 
The traders flocked into their pits and 
for a few moments trading exhibited 
ite normal aspect of vociferation and 
activity. It was but the flash accom- 
panying the evening-up of trades under 
the order, and in a few minutes prac- 
tically no business was being trans- 
acted. 

July wheat slumped an extreme l2 
cents to $2.63, and then reacted to $2.70; 
September fell off 9 cents to $2.37 and 
recovered to $2.40.

gravely. Many of them are under heavy 
expenses, particularly for thousands of 
miles of leased wires, and the cessation 
of trading for even a day is expensive. 
On the otMfer hand, it was said in the 
street that the mandatory closing of 
certain contracts at a fixed maximum 
price will clear the atmosphere for some 
of them where the big advance of Sat- 
urday wiped out the margins of clients 
who, tempted by the high price, were 
short of the market.

With this in view may we ask, 
please, that you do not send us buying 
orders in wheat, corn, oats or provisions, 
unless it be to adjust open contracts. 
The time has arrived when no man 
should buy a commodity except as it 
is required for immediate consumption.” 

Conference With Allied Agents. 

Allen G. Anderson, chairman of the 
British Whéat Commission ard vice 
chairman of the British Food Commis- 
sion, and Herbert G. Robson, chief grain 
buyer for the allied Governments, con- 
ferred with the officers of the Chicago 
board yesterday. Anderson and Robson 
left later in the day for New York. 

Most of the leading Chicago operators 
admit that the wheat markets of 
this country, and in fact of the world, 
are in such critical condition that the 
n:ost drastic actions are necessary on 
the part of exchange authorities to keep 
their marketing machinery in good 
working order. 

“There is plenty of wheat, inability to 
get it to points where it is most needed 
being the sole problem,”’ a leading grain 
dealer said today. 

He asserted that today there is in Chi- 
cago about 500,000 bushels of wheat be- 
sides about 600,000 bushels owned by Chi- 
cago millers. In addition, he gaid, there 
is about 100,000,000 bushels elsewhere in 
the United States and in Canada, an- 
other 100,000,000 in Australia, and prob- 
ably as much in India, with two seasons’ 
crops unexported in Russia—probably 
700,000,000 bushels, deducting for what 
may have spoiled. 

“Plenty of Grain in U. 8.” 

“There is plenty of grain in the coun- 
try te carry us through,’’ said Griffin.

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Berlin says events of the last twe days 
indicate that the Chancellor’s position 
continues to be absolutely secure. 

The Chancellor returned from a hur- 
ried visit to great headquarters Satur- 
day morning, and left Berlin the same 
night for Vienna, after having spent the 
day in conferring with the Reichstag 
party leaders with respect to the inter- 
pellations on Germany's war aims. 

Both his visit to great headquarters 
and his trip to the Austrian capital were 
made in connection with the Chancel- 
lor’s declaratian covering the war aims, 
which he will submit to the Reichstag 
tomorrow.

Hollweg Credited With Saying His 
Ouster Would Elevate Bernstorff. 
COPENHAGEN, May 14.—The latest 


direct advices received here from Berlin 
confirm the impression that a vigorous 
campaign is being waged to bring about 
the downfall of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, the Imperial Chancelor. 

The movement has shown such 
strength that there was much specula- 
tion, when the news of the Chancellor's 
trip to headquarters became known Fri- 
day, whether he would return as Chan- 
cellor or as a private individual. 

The friends of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, however, were absolutely sure that 
the Chancellor still possessed the full 
confidence of the Emperor, notwith- 
standing the efforts of pan-Germans and 
Conservatives to harrass him on the 
question of electoral reforms, and par- 
ticularly on his failure to express a 
stern -‘non-possumus’’ on the proposal 
of the Reichstag constitutional commit- 
tee to change the method of the ap- 
pointment of army and navy officers, 
on the ground that it was undermining 
the throne and endangering the Hohen- 
zollern dynasty, 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg did not 
take the movement against him alto- 
gether lightly and was credited with the 
remark that, if his opponents drove him 
out, they would only put Count von 
Bernstorff, former Ambassador to the 
United States, in his place. — 


Zimmermann’s Position Shaky. 

The position of Dr. Alfred Zimmer- 
mann, Vice Chancellor and Foreign Sec- 
retary, is described also as shaky, the 
Mexican affair having undermined the 
confidence of the Reichstag and of his 
progressive sponsors in his. qualifica- 
tions for the post of Chancellor. But it 
is difficult to judge the amount of truth 
behind this report and that of Count 
von Bernstorff’s candidacy. 

The pan-German Hamburger Nach- 
richten, discussing rumors concerning 
Pr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, says the 
Bethmannites expected the Chancellor 
to return from headquarters, not only 
with a renewed expression of the Em- 
peror’s confidence, but with some tangi- 
ble and extraordinary proof of it—ap- 
parently some new title. 

The Chancellor himself evidently is 
determined to persist in his policy of 
putting off until the morrow a state- 
ment of his policy on the question of 
internal reforms and the definition of 
Germany's peace aims and apparently 
will be able to continue this policy. 

Additional Representations. 

The only immediate result of reforms 
by the Government wil] be a measure 
giving some slight additional represen- 
tation to.a number of the great urban 
industrial Reichstag districts, which un- 
der Germany's economic development in 
the last 40 vears have developed popu- 
lations 10 to 15 times greater than are 
specified in the Constitution as the unit 
of representation. 


Holiweg Said to Have Prevented Nul- 
lification of Reform Pians by Kaieer. 

THE HAGUE, May 14—The annexa- 
tionist press of Berlin suggests that 
the Chancellor made his recent trip 
to army headquarters to offer his re- 
cignation, in view of his impossible 
position between the batteries of the 
conservative and Socialists. The Ta- 
geblatt says that if anything of the 
sort happened the resignation was not 
accepted. 

According to the story current in 
Reichstag circles, what happened was 
this: The Kaiser, junkers and mill- 
tarists were alarmed by the radically 
democratic recommendations of the 
Reichstag Committee on Constitutional 
Reforms, Hindenburg being especially 
infuriated by the attemptof the commit- 
tee to gain some pariiamentary control 
of the army and navy. Hence the 
Kaiser proposed to nullify all the com- 
mittee’s proposals by closing the ses- 
sion of the Reichstag instead of merely 
adjourning the House. This would mean 
that all the committees work of the 
House would have to be done ever in

They made the creeping trip to 
the enemy trenches despite occasional 
star shells which illuminated the space 
between the opposing trench lines, and, 
without rattling the warning tin cans 
which both sides place on the stakes and 
wires to signal the aproach of a foe. 

At daybreak when Germans saw the 
leaflets they commenced firing at them. 
The French hoisted signs over their | 
trenches saying: “‘We won't fire while 
you collect the messages."" Thereupon 
the Germans came over the parapet and 
collected the leaflets.

He recog- 
r./zed, nevertheless, he declared. that it 
was desirable that the Socialists of all 
countries should clearly formulate their 
principles. 

Thomas added, however, that this ef- 
fort must not be allowed to become the 
occasion of new German intrigue. In 
this connection he recalled the intrigues 
cf the German Socialists during the war 
and said that after the United States 
had entered the war and after the revo- 
lution in Russia, the Western Socialists 
could not consent to discuss the demo- 
cratic aims of the war unless they were 
convinced that the war would be vigor- 
ously prosecuted, for the war aims of 
international democracy never would be 
recognized by Prussian militarism. 

To realize democratic ideas, the French 
Minister said, all must work together to 
assure the defeat of Germany. 2 

The speech was listened to with inter- 
est and with growing sympathy as it 
proceeded.

cided to discontinue all trading in May 
corn and oats. It was further decided 
that for a period of two days no pur- 
chases of wheat whatever will be per- 
mitted, except to liquidate existing con- 
tracts. 

“The latter action automatically de- 
bars any individual, firm, corporation or 
Government from bidding up the price of 
wheat, The directors further restricted 
the operation in wheat by confining 
those dealers desiring to close existing 
contracts to a maximum price which ‘is 
based on Saturday’s close. 

“The action of the board has been 
taken after consultation with the accred- 
ited representatives of the allied Govern- 
ments. Likewise, every step followed by 
us has been in co-operation with this 
Government.”’ 

Resolutions. by Board. 

The resolutions of the directors were 
as follows: 

‘“‘Resolved—From the opening of

m., to the close of the market Tuesday, 
May 15, 1:15 p. m., members of this 
board shall confine all trades in con- 
tract grades of wheat for future deliv- 
ery in regular elevators to transactions 
for July and September delivery. No 
member shall make any purchases of 
wheat during the period stated, except 
in liquidating of existing contracts. 
Members may enter into contracts of 
sale without limitation,’ except as to 
price as hereafter stated. No contracts 
for July delivery shall be entered into 
at a price in excess of $2.75 per bushel; 
no contracts for September shall be en- 
tered into at a price in excess of $2.45 
per bushel. 

“Be it resolved, That any member 
trading in violation of the foregoing 
shall be deemed to have committed a 
grave offense against the name of the 
association.’’ 

The directors also prohibited trading in 
indemnities, known also as ‘“‘bids and of- 
fere,”” and years ago more commonly 
as ‘“‘puts and calls.’’ This order reads 
as follows: 


“All transactions in indemnities on 
May corn, May oats and all deliveries 
of wheat expiring today are hereby de- 
clared null and void and the buyer sha!] 
refund to the seller the purchase price 
of the indemnities, and furthermore all 
trading in indemnities in wheat, unitl 
further notice, is discontinued.” 

Traders Bewildered. 

Secretary Merrill of the board read 
the various resolutions in the great 
trading hall from the visitors’ gallery. 
It was a rather bewildered lot of trad- 
era who heard him deliver the mandates 
which téok the props from under the 
routine of their business lives. He con- 
cluded just a moment before the gong 
announced the resumption of trading. 
The traders flocked into their pits and 
for a few moments trading exhibited 
ite normal aspect of vociferation and 
activity.

Charies B. Pierce, chairman of the 
committee, came straight from the meet- 
ing to the big brokerage house of which 
he is president, walked to the black- 
board, on which a score of speculators 
were watching quotations, and wrote:

Conference With Allied Agents. 

Allen G. Anderson, chairman of the 
British Whéat Commission ard vice 
chairman of the British Food Commis- 
sion, and Herbert G. Robson, chief grain 
buyer for the allied Governments, con- 
ferred with the officers of the Chicago 
board yesterday. Anderson and Robson 
left later in the day for New York. 

Most of the leading Chicago operators 
admit that the wheat markets of 
this country, and in fact of the world, 
are in such critical condition that the 
n.ost drastic actions are necessary on 
the part of exchange authorities to keep 
their marketing machinery in good 
working order. 

“There is plenty of wheat, inability to 
get it to points where it is most needed 
being the sole problem,”’ a leading grain 
dealer said today. 

He asserted that today there is in Chi- 
cago about 500,000 bushels of wheat be- 
sides about 600,000 busheis owned by Chi- 
cago millers. In addition, he gaid, there 
is about 100,000,000 bushels elsewhere in 
the United States and in Canada, an- 
other 100,000,000 in Australia, and prob- 
ably as much in India, with two seasons’ 
crops unexported in Russia—probably 
700,000,000 bushels, deducting for what 
may have spoiled. 

“Plenty of Grain in U. 8.” 

‘There is plenty of grain in the coun- 
try te carry us through,” said Griffin. 
“If it were not for this hysteria, this 
wild frenzy that has seized America and

CANADIAN WHEAT CROP SHORT

187,000 acyes, or 23 per cent, leaving 626,- 
400 acres to be harvested.

Talk With Austrian Foreign 
Minister in Vienna May: Be 
Continued in Berlin. 


CHANCELLOR ATTACKED 


Recent Events, However, Seem 
to Strengthen. His. Position; 
Coming Declaration. 


LONDON, May 14.—Dr. von Bethmann-| 
Hollweg, the German Chancellor, is back 


in Berlin, after having had luncheon 
yesterday with Emperor Charles and 
Empress Zita at Vienna and having 
dined with Count Czgernin, the Foreign 
Minister. A Vienna dispatch says the 
discussion which the Chancellor started 
with Count Czernin soon will be contin- 
ued in Berlin. 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Berlin says events of the last two days 
indicate that the Chancellor’s position 
continues 1o be absolutely secure. 

The Chancellor returned from a hur- 
ried visit to great headquarters Satur- 
day morning, and left Berlin the same 
night for Vienna, after having spent the 
day in conferring with the Reichstag 
party leaders with respect to the inter- 
pellations on Germany’s war aims. 

Both his visit to great headquarters 
and his trip to the Austrian capital were 
made in connection with the Chancel- 
lor’s declaratian covering the war aims, 
which he will submit to the Reichstag 
tomorrow. 

Both the Government and the middle- 
road parties are desirous of avoiding 
an extensive or acrimonious debate, and 
representatives of the latter will uni .c 
in a great statement. or present inde- 
pendent colnciding declarations. 

It is contended that the Chancello- 
holds enough strong cards in the present 
military situation, the success of the 
U-boats, the record sixth war .oan and 
the improvement in the food situation, 
to beat off his opponents, who have 
been at his heels for months past. 


Hollweg Credited With Saying His 
Ouster Would Elevate Bernstorff. 
COPENHAGEN, May 14.—The latest 


direct advices received here from Berlin 
confirm the impression that a vigorous 
campaign is being waged to bring about 
the downfall of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, the Imperial Chancelor. 

The movement has shown such 
strength that there was much specula- 
tion, when the news of the Chancellor’s 
trip to headquarters became known Fri- 
day, whether he would return as Chan- 
cellor or as a private individual. 

The friends of Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, however, were absolutely sure that 
the Chancellor still possessed the full 
confidence of the Emperor, notwith- 
standing the efforts of pan-Germans and 
Conservatives to harrass him on the 
question of electoral reforms, and par- 
ticularly on his failure to express a 
stern -‘non-possumus’’ on the proposal 
of the Reichstag constitutional commit- 
tee to change the method of the ap- 
pointment of army and navy officers, 
on the ground that it was undermining 
the throne and endangering the Hohen- 
zollern dynasty, 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg did not 
take the movement against him alto- 
gether lightly and was credited with the 
remark that, if his opponents drove him 
out, they would only put Count von 
Bernstorff, former Ambassador to the 
United States, in his place. ' 


Zimmermann’s Position Shaky. 

The position of Dr. Alfred Zimmer- 
mann, Vice Chancellor and Foreign Sec- 
retary, is described also as shaky, the 
Mexican affair having undermined the 
confidence of the Reichstag and of his 
progressive sponsors in his. qualifica- 
tions for the post of Chancellor. But it 
is difficult to judge the amount of truth 
behind this report and that of Count 
von Bernstorff’s candidacy. 

The pan-German Hamburger Nach- 
richten, discussing rumors concerning 
Pr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, says the 
Bethmannites expected the Chancellor 
to return from headquarters, not only 
with a renewed expression of the Em- 
peror’s confidence, but with some tangi- 
ble and extraordinary proof of it—ap- 
parently some new title. 

The Chancellor himself evidently is 
determined to persist in his policy of 
putting off until the morrow a state- 
ment of his policy on the question of 
internal reforms and the definition of 
Germany's peace aims and apparently 
will be able to continue this policy. 

Additional Representations. 

The only immediate result of reforms 
by the Government will be a measure 
giving some slight additional represen- 
tation to. a number of the great urban 
industrial Reichstag districts, which un- 
der Germany's economic development in 
the last 40 vears have developed popu- 
lations 10 to 15 times greater than are 
specified in the Constitution as the unit 
of representation. 


Hollweg Said to Have Prevented Nul- 
lification of Reform Plans by Kaiser. 
THE HAGUE, May 14—The annexa- 
tionist press of Berlin suggests that 
the Chancellor made his recent trip 
to army headquarters to offer his re- 
cignation, in view of his impossible 
position between the batteries of the 
conservative and Socialists. The Ta- 
geblatt says that if anything of the 
sort happened the resignation was not 
accepted.

PRESIDENT’S WAR MESSAGE 
HUNG ON GERMAN TRENCH WIRE 


Freach Pollus Creep Across No Man's 
Land With Hundreds of Coples 
at Night. 

PARIS, May 14.—Crawlinmg across No 
Man's Land, a party of Frgnch troops 
worked its way a night og two ago up 
to the barbed wire in front of the Gere 
man trenches and hung hundreds of cop- 
jes of President Wilson's address to 
Congress, printed in the German, on the 
stakes and along the wire. 

The French infantrymen had obtained 
several bundles of the leaflets from the 
French escadrille stationed near Guar- 
antee. They made the creeping trip to 
the enemy trenches despite occasional 
star shelis which illuminated the space 
between the opposing trench lines, and, 
without rattling the warning tin cans 
which both sides place on the stakes and 
wires to signal the aproach of a foe. 

At daybreak when Germans saw the 
leaflets they commenced firing at them. 
The French hoisted signs over their 
trenches saying: “‘We won't fire while 
you collect the messages."" Thereupon 
the Germans came over the parapet and 
collected the leafiets. 


BRAZIL TO SEND MISSION TO U, $. 


Reported That Advocate of War With 
Germany Will Be Ite Heed. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brasil, May 14.—It 
is reported by the newspapers here that 
President Bras has appointed Dr. Ruy 
Barbosa, Ambassador to Argentina and 
an advocate of war between Brasil and 
Germany, to head a special embeasy to 
visit the United States. 

It is understood that fnformation is 
being sought by the Brasilian Minister 
of War regarding the possibility of 
eventually obtaining arms and ammuni- 
tion from a great industrig] Power.

Status of War Legislation, 

When Congress today went into its 
thirty-seventh working day the -war 
program stood this way: 

War tax bill: Under debate in the 
House and up for public hearings in 
the Senate Finance Committee. At the 
present rate of progress, it probably will 
be up before one House or the other for 

least a month. 
rmy bill: In conference again to 
thresh over the action of the House in 
restoring the so-called Roosevelt amend- 
ment. The bill provides for the armies 
the allies need in France. 

Food control bills: One bill debated one 
sday in the House; an entirely different 
form of bill introduced in the Senate. 

Shipping bills: The bill to vest legal 
title to the seized German ships in the 
Government has passed both Houses, 
but is in conference for reconsideration 
of differences. The bill to appropriate 
$400,000,000 for a start on the great mer- 
chant fleet to overcome the submarine 
menace has not yet been introduced and 
may not be, while plans are being dis- 
cussed of paying for the ships out of the

and ships building for foreign account 
has been introduced, but is not yet under 
consideration.

NEWS PUBLISHERS 
PROTEST AGAINST 
FORM OF WAR TAX 


Visit Washington to Voice Ob- 
jection’ to Mail Rate In- 
crease by Zone System. 

WASHINGTON, May. 14.—Newspaper 
publishers are here today to protest to 
the Senate Finance Committee against 
the increase in second-class mail rates 
by application of the parcel post zone 
system proposed by the $1.800,000,000 war 
tax bill. 

The committee has also considered the 
measure’s provisions for stamp and es- 
tate and inheritance taxes, to which 
there are many objections. The House 
has resumed debate on the bill and lead- 
ers hope for its passage early this week. 

A statement prepared by a comrnittee 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, headed by Don C. Seitz of 
the New York World, said the proposed 
postage increase was a ‘cold-blooded 
proposition to close the mails’’ to news- 
papers, “and «would result in so much 
loss in circulation, especially among 
farmers, that postal income would de- 
crease and the rural carrier system 
would entail an even greater loss than 
at present. 

“Ready to Meet Real Tax.’ 

“The newspapers are ready to meet a 

real, honest tax,” said the statement, 


‘“even to the point of presenting the 


Government with all profits, provided 
Other lines of business are asked to do 
the same, but if it-is the purpose of the 
Government to establish a noncompeti- 
tive, do-as-we-please, charge-as-we- 
please postoffice monopoly, it is diffi- 
cult to see why the Sherman law should 
be allowed to stand or why we should 
speak disparagingly of Prussianism ”’ 

“The proposed increase,’’ the state- 
ment added, “is not a war tax, but it is 
an effort to further repress and embar- 
rass the newspaper industry. The rate 
proposed is an increase of from 100 to 600 
per cent, an increase beyond precedent. 

“The newspaper business is today the 
most heavily loaded in the country. It 
pays the highest wages, enjoys no form 
of protection, sells its product at the 
lowest cost our coinage will permit, and 
always at a fixed price. It cannot well 
pass its load along or change from day 
to day, as the merchant meets Price 
raises.”’ 

Postal Transmission Slower. 

A table of railroad and express com- 
pany charges for carrying papers in the 
East was presented to show that postal 
transmission of newspapers is slower, 
less efficient and more effective than 

other means, and consequently that 
higher rates are not justified. 

“It is the studied policy of the Post- 
office Department and its employes to 
ili-treat newspaper mail,"’ said the 
statement.

A dispatch from Roterdam says that, 
according to reports received there, 63 
persons were killed and 100 injured in 
the attack on Zeebrugge, and that two 
submarine sheds were destroyed. 
Zeebrugge long has been one of the 
German submarine bases. On May 10, 
when a British force of light cruisers 
and destroyers engaged 11 German de- 
stroyers at long range, the British Ad- 
miralty announced that the British 
forces were unable to overtake the ene- 
my ships, which fled into Zeebrugge. 


BERLIN, via London, May 14, 10:3 a.

Zeebruage Is Port of Bruges, Bel- 
gium, 
WASHINGTON, May <..—Zeebrugge. 
which was bombarded by British war- 
ships Saturday, is described in a war 
geography bulletin issued from. the 
Washington headquarters of the Na- 

tional Geographic Society. 

“As its name implies, Zeebrugge is the 
seaport of Bruges, which in turn derives 
ite name from the fact that more than 
50 bridges (Flemish, ‘brugge’) cross 
the many canals that form a network 
in and around this capital of West 
Flanders, once commercial metropolis 
of this paft of the world. 

“Zeebrugge is eight miles north of 
Bruges by rail and six miles by way of 
the Canal Maritime, a splendid modern 
waterway 230 feet wide, accommodating | 
seagoing vessels having a draft of & 
feet. 

Great Mole Pretects Harbor. 

This canal terminates in the Inner Ba- 
sin at Zeebrugece, which communicates 
with the extensive outer harbor. The 
latter is protected from the violent 
northwest winds of this coast by a mas- 
tive crescent-shaped mole of concreta 
and masonary a mile and a quarter in 


of the mole are extensive warehouses, 
elevators and railway tracks. 

“These elaborate harbor improvements 
were begun in 1895 and were under con- 
struction fur 12 years, the total cost ex- 
ceeding $8,000,008. 

“Before the war there was a regu- 
lar tri-weekly steamship passenger 
service between Zeebrugge and Hull, 
England, during July, August and 
September, and a bi-weekly service 
for the other months of the year. The 
passage usually required 13 hours, 
and the one-way fare was $3.75. 

Bruges Prosperous Before War. 

“Zeebrugge was the outgrowth of 
the revising prosperity of Bruges. 
Before the world war catastrophe this 
once great mart of the lowlands had 
began to take on a new !Iease of life, 
with its thriving market gardens, its 
ceramic factory and its extensive lace 
works employing 6000 hands. Of 
course it would probably never have 
achieved the size and prosperity of 
its thirteenth century fame when it 
is said to have had a population of 
200,000, but it numbered more than 
60,000 thrifty people in 1914, including 
a colony of nearly 3000 English. 

“Zeebrugge is 15 miles northeast 
of Ostend and 60 miles northwest of 
Brussels. One mile south of the har- 
bor, on the road to Bruges, is an 
enormous old barn with great oaken 
beams, dating from 1280, the only 
relic of the once wealthy and famous 
abbey of Ter Doest.”

The District Attorney said 
aun-ther ground for internmenr was that 
Frank lived within 400 feet of a large 
smelting plant and had refused to move, 
though ordered to do so. 

Frank previously had issued a circular 
denying the charge and offering $100 re- 
ward for information as to who origi- 
nated it. He characterized the charge 
as ‘an unwarranted stab in the back by 
character assassins.”’ 

A committee of business men at Her- 
culaneum waited on the Deputy Mar- 
shal after he had made the arrest 
and offered to give a cash bond 
for Frank, saying they velieved he was 
falsely accuged. When told that the 
deputy had no power to accept the bond, 
members of the committee announced 
they would come to St. Louis and renew 
the offer here. 

The business men who offered to be- 
friend Frank said they believed the re- 
port against him was circulated by per- 
sons who owed him money. 

The attention of the Government was 
called to the charge against Frank April 
9, when a Deputy Sheriff at Pevely, Mo., 
reported sentiment against Frank to be 
so strong in the neighborhood that he 
feared violence would be done. The 
Pevely version of Frank’s alleged re- 
mark was that he said he could not go 
to Germany to fight for his country, but 
he could do his share by staying here 
and using poison in his bakery.

Speculators CaHed _“‘Pirates’’ 
and “Robbers” in the Course 
of Remarkable Debate. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—The unre- 
strained wrath of the Senate was poured 
down upon food gamblers and specula- | 
tors today in one of the most remark- 


ber. 

“Pirates"’ and “robbers” were terms 
frequently applied to those who profit 
by speculation in food in the hour of 


the nation’s need. The likelihood of food 


was mentioned. 

The storm broke when Senator Thom- 
Democrat, of Colorado. proposed as 
an amendment to the administration 
espionage bill a provision to suspend 
for the duration of the war all boards 


of commerce which permit speculation 
in futures in food. 


Other Methods Advocsted. 

Senators who opposed it did so on the 
ground that the object should be ac- 
complished in another way, and some 
thought it would stifle commerce. The 
great majority of opinion, expressed in 
terms which for force and range of ad- 
jectives had seldom been heard in the 
Senate chamber, favored drastic action 
to stop food gambling and speculation 
which makes for artificial prices and 
threatens the nation with the pinch oa? 
hunger. 

Senator Lewis, Democrat, said he 
thought legislation such as proposed by 
Senator Thomas, would,work injury to 
many and should not be passed with-! 
out deliberation. 

‘Tf this is adopted,’ he said, ‘‘you will 
force the grain in the bins into the 
hands of those who fear at present that 
day of desolation and darkness that 
some members of the administration un- 
necessarily are holding out to the coun- 
try. I believe in the need of economy 
but not in parsimony. If the people in- 
derstood the truth théy would not be 
holding grain out in fear, timidity and 
terror. What is needed at this hour is 
a provision of law authorizing the Pres 
ident, on evidence satisfactory to hin. 
that food is being unnecessarily hala, te 
seize such food and order its distri» 
tion. under the proper branch of the 
Government with compensation to the 
owner and a just market price assured 
the people.” 

Reed Favors Legislation. 

“I think,” said Senator Reed, Demo- 
crat, of Missouri, “that means ought 
to be taken to stop speculation in food- 
staffs within the limits of the powers 
of Congress. But it is a wonder to me 
today that we do not have $4 wheat ani 
40-cent cotton and $5 or $6 potatoes and 
beef 50 or 6 cents a pound. There never 
has been, in the history of the world, 
an agitation that parallels the present 
one. We are practically told that the 
United States is on the verge of starva- 
tion and that the world without is 
starving and we are informed that when 
next winter comes the wolf of hunge: 
will be howling at the door of every 
human being in the world, When that 
information is put forward, men are 
astonished that the prices paid for food- 
etuffs mounts. If a plan had been con- 
ceived to make them mount, the one 
adopted could not have been improved 
upon by the ingenuity of man or the 
devil himself. 

‘The thing to teach the American peo- 
ple now is that America will not be 
starved, that she can’t be starved, and 
the consequence will be to lessen the 
conditions that confront us and pester 
us.”’ 

Food speculators were denounced as 
“robbers” by Senator Kenyon of Iowa, 
who recommended, however, that the 
food speculation measures be held over 
to be considered with the food bill. 

"We should biot out this speculation in 
food,”’ he said, ‘“‘but we should do it 
with adequate consideration. 

Hints at Lynching. 

“If Congress can’t stop this robbery 
—and that is a mild term for it—the 
people will find some way, if they have 
to make use of lamp posts.” 

Senatur Kirby of Arkansas, supporting 
the Thomas amendment, said: 

“We have wasted time in discussion 
when we ought to have acted. The 
gambler in grain is a varasite. The time 
is ripe for some legislation of this 
kind.”

Alabama Executive Has Freed 
96 Murderers Since He 
* Took Office in 1915.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., May 14.—Gov. 
Charlies Henderson is wresting from 
former Executive [immet O'Neal the ti- 
tle of “Pardon Governor.” To date Hen- 
derson’s record is pardons or paroles for 
498 convicted men, during which period 
the Pardon Board has recommended 
‘only 127 pardons ind paroles. 

The most striking part of the record 
is that murder, burglary, violating the 
prohibition laws, assault with intent to 
‘murder and forgery are the crimes for 
‘which the greater majority of subjects 
received executive clemency. 

The Legislature of Alabama, some 
‘vears ago, created « Pardon Board, 
which was. to submit its recommenda- 
aions to the Governcr, after reviewifg 
the evidence. It is cuinnpused of the At 
torney*General, Secretary of State and 
the Auditor. Since iz assumed its duties 
‘under Henderson's administration the 
Pardon Board has advised in 127 cases 
that the petitioners vere fit subjects for 
clemency. ° 

In a number of -hese cases the Gov- 
efnor has not followed the board's rec 
ommendations, but has been the sole 
judge in the greater majority of the pe- 
titions for paroles anod pardons. In 
more than 330 cases he has exercised 
clemency without acdivice of the board.

The system provided for in taxing 
the incomes of individuals is a sound, 
businesslike system to apply to indus- 
trial taxation.

“We welcome,.therefpre, the graduat- 
ed profits tax, applicable to all indus- 
trie salike, but we’ fear the proposed 
special tax of 5 per cent on motor-car 
sales not only will curtail the automo- 
bile industry, but also will defeat the 
Government’s aim—the raising of as 
great a fund as possible to prosecute 
this war successfully, an object in 
which we all have a deep and vital in- 
terest.

“In fact, curtailment of the automo- 


bile industry will adversely affect bank- 
ers and business men the country over.

McAdoo Enlisting Aid of Political 
Orators in Subscription 
Campaign. 


HOW TO BUY BONDS 


secretary.of Treasury to Speak 
in Mid-Western Cities; Urges 
Oveérsubscription. 


WASHINGTON, May 14.—Plans for 
old-fashioned popular rallies organized 


to stimulate interest in the liberty loan 
with a corps of political orators of the 
two great political parties enlisted in a 
Speaking campaign was the subject of a 
conference here today between Secre- 
tary McAdoo and Vance McCormick, 
Democratic national chairman. 

McCormick came here to discuss the 
advisability of reviving the Democratic 
Speakers’ Bureau, which was active in 
the political campaign last fall, to help 
direct the publicity work of the bonds. 
He promised also to co-operat: with 
Chairman Willcox of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee in a similar activity. 

Secretary McAdoo will set the pace for 
such a speaking campaign by starting 
this week on a tour of Western cities. 
He will speak Thursday at Chicago; 
Milwaukee, May 18; St. Paul, May 19; 
Des Moines, May 21; Linceln, May 22; 
Denver, May 22, and Kansas City May 
24, and probably in other: cities. 


Fight to the Fini«h. 

Secretary McAdoo will tell his audi- 
ences that the United States is not en- 
gaged in half a war but in a fight to 
the finish with autocracy still strongly 
entrenched..

He will seek to unlovse the purse 
Strings of all classes, so .aat the ‘Lib- 
erty Loan’’ will not only be fully sub- 
scribed but tremendously oversithscribed, 
and that Germany may renlize. in the 
word of a statement he issues ‘ast nivnf, 
that ‘‘we have billions t© sacrifice in 
the cause of liberty.”’ 

“With the announcement of the .ic- 
tails of the Liberty loan,’ Secretary 
McAddo said, ‘the preliminary cam- 
paign is ended and the actual cainpaignu 
has begun. There are 20 days within 
which the people of the United States 
must make good the action of Congrr.s3 
in pledging all the resources of the 


war—a war for universal liberty 

“Failure to subscribe the $2,000,.),000 
required would be a confession of na- 
tional impotence. I do not for a’ inoment 
doubt the overwhelmi success of the 
Liberty loan if the sone are made io 
realize that no great work of this Xird 
can be achieved unless everyone throws 
himself into the task with the energy 
and fire of determined patriotism. 


Money First Thing Necded. 
“Wars cannot be conducted without 
money. It is the first thing to be pro- 
vided. In this war it is the most imme- 


we can give. We must not be content 
with a subscription of $2,000,000,000:; we 
must oversubscribe this loan as an in- 
dication that America is stirred to the 
depths and aroused to the summit of her 
greatness in the cause of freedom. 

‘‘Let us not endanger success by com- 
placent optimism. Let us not satisfy 
ourselves with the reflection that some- 
one else will subscribe the required 
amount. Let every man and woman in 
the land make it his or her business to 
subscribe to the Liberty loan’ and, if 
they cannot subscribe themselves, let 
them inducé somebody else to subscribe. 
Provide the Government with the funds 
indispensably needed for the conduct of 
the war and give notice to the enemies 
of the country that we have. billions to 
sacrifice in the cause of liberty. 

“Buy a Liberty Bond today.

In making public his entities to tour 
the Middle West, in response to many 
invitations, the Secretary said: ‘‘Beyond 
the engagement to speak at Kansas City, 
May 24, plans have not yet been made 
definitely.

How to Buy Liberty Bonds. 

How to buy a Liberty Bond was fully 
outlined in abstracts telegraphed to 
the Federal Reserve banks for wide- 
spread dissemination. The public an- 
nouncement of the terms and other de- 
tails marks the opening of the campaign 
for actua) subscriptions, accompanied by 
the percentage of the sum subscribed 
fot. While many subscriptions have 
been received by wire heretofore, the 
totals running into hundreds of mil- 
lions, and many estimates also have been 
received, they have been fegarded by 
Treasury officials largely as tentative 
and few have been accompanied by ac- 
tual cash. 

Application blanks for Liberty Bonds, 
printed by the hundred thousand, have 
been distributed widely. They read as 
follows:

‘This application should be transmit- 
ted through the subscriber's bank, trust 
companies, or other agencies acting in 
his behalf. or it may be filed direct 
with the Federal Reserve Bank of his 
district or the Treasury Department at 
Washington.

{—The Quartermaster’s Department. of 
the United States Army has adopted the 
policy of replacing civilian drivers of 
motor trucks with enlisted men as rap- 
idly as possiDle. Nearly all the touring 


cars in the service of the army’s officers 
are already driven by enlisted men, al- 
though only: a few months ago most 
Were civilians. 

In explaining this policy, Maj. J. F. 
Maddon, in charge of this branch of 
the service here under the direction of 
Col. H. L. Rogers, Chief Quartermaster 
of the Southern Department, said: 

‘In ease we employed civilian drivers 
and one of these was hurt the Govern- 
ment could do nothing for him. He 
would not be eligible for pension and 
he could not get the care that an en- 
listed man could be given. When en- 
listed men are injured they are given 
the best of care at the base hospitals 
and they enjoy many other attentions 
that civilians cannot secure under law.” 

There is no trouble in obtaining en- 
listed men to handle the motors and for 
machine shop work, according to Maj. 
Maddon. Ifa civilian, who is an expert 
mechanic or an expert driver appears 
and applies for work he is told to en- 
list and in the majority of cases the 
applicants do so. 

A new feature of automobile company 
work has been installed at Fort Sam 
Houston. Motor truck companies are 
to be given three-mdéuth tours of active 
service. Each company vwill, in turn, 
be sent on a 90-day trip along the bor- 
der. The company will be ordered back 
to the base here for three months of in- 
struction in operation and repair work. 

The large new shops. at Fort Sam 
‘houston are being operated day and 
night placing the motor trucks in per- 
fect condition for field service.

The first session of the Central Nor 
mal School of Food Conservation opened 
et 10:45 o'clock this morning in the audi- 
torium of the St. Louis Medical So 
ciety, 2523 West Pine boulevard. A 
gathering of about «0 was present, 
ranging from society matrons anu 
misses to cooks seht by their employers 
to take the course. 

The school was organized by Mrs. Ei 
gene T. Senseney, chairman of the edu- 
cational section of the Woman's Central 
Committee on Fcod Conservation, the 
committee being a section of the Chan. 
ber of Commerce. It is said to be the 
first institution of the kind in the 
United States. 

The course will consist of a series of 
lectures on six days this week and three 
mext week, by well-known authorities 
on the subject of economics, domestic 
seience, houséhold management and fooc 
conservation. The cost of admission toa 
single lecture is 50 cents; a season ticke- 
costs $3.

Mary E. Bulkley, who talked an 
“Women as a Buyer in  Gener- 
al,” and Robert G. Gould, editor of 
the American Food Journal. of Chicage. 
who discussed the science of food pro- 
duction and distribution. Miss Bulkley 
traced the course Of food from the prv 
ducer through the various middlemen 
to the consumer, pointed out what prot- 
its of the middlemen are legitimate and 
what are not, d suggested methods of 
economy in buying. 

Gould, who is a member of a Govern- 
ment commission appointed to intuire 
into the butter and oleomargarine indus- 
try, said the country now most needed 
a science of marketing to aid it in the 
better dissemination of its crops. Such 
science was not needed during the 
periods when the crops were largely in 
excess of needs, but has become neces- 
sary since this country is confronted 
with the problems of feeding not only 
itself, but its allies and al] the neutrals 
as well. 

He pointed out that the problem of 
transportation in all probability had a 
great deal to do with stringencies in the 
food line, as the transportation facilities 
of the country had practically broken 
down. At present railroad companies 
get about 7 per cent of the ultimate 
cost of products to consumers, and bet- 
ter results might be had by allowing 
them more. 

Gould advocated support for the Lever 
bill, now before Congress, which would 
strengthen the hand of the President 
and the Department of Agriculture in 
handling the food supply of the country 
during the war. He urged the extension 
of food supply by strict attention of the 
housewife to the matter of dietary, ad- 
vocating the use of substitutes for the 
more expensive food products. He cau- 
tioned against adopting measures so0 
stringent that business depression might 
develop, explaining it was not desirable 
that panics should result from the lack 
of proper market conditions. 

Gould declared that women knew more 
about the value of foodstuffs than men, 
and that after the war they should take 
more interest than heretofore in legisla- 
tion to regulate prices and distributing 
methods.

ATTACK ON U-BOATS 


aera 7 
Use of Fiske Invention Against 
Submarine Bases Advocated 
by Writer. 
——— 

The only promising means at present 
of combatting the submarine menace, in 
the opinion of Park Benjamin, given in 
an article by him in The Independent, 


“is the Fiske torpedo-plane.” 
He refers in the article to “the first 


Fuse by the Germans in the present war 


of the torpedo-plane invented by Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U. 8. N.,” 
when the British steamer Gena was 
sunk, May 1, by a torpedo seaplane, and 
says: 

“The German fleet is reported to be in 
the Kiel Canal and in Wilhelmshaven. 
It is apparently practicable to drop the 
mobile torpedoes into the canal. No 
aiming is necessary. Even if after im- 
mersion they run into the banks and ex- 
plode, they will tear therefrom great 
masses of earth and masonry revet- 
ments and hurl them into the canal 
prism, thus choking the passageway— 
as the Culebra slides choked the Pana- 
ma Canal. 

“This may operate to cut in two the 
fleet therein and prevent junction of the 
divisions, enabling each to be dealt with 
separately. 

“Such torpedoes as travel in other di- 
rections in the canal will destroy every- 
thing afloat which they may happen to 
encounter. To drop them into Wilhelms- 
haven is to blow up any vessels within 
their range, and the closer together the 
ships are moored the more of them will 
be destroyed. 

‘‘To whatever extent the German ves- 
sels are sunk or made useless, in like 
proportion will the entrance of an at- 


tacking fleet be facilitated and the bases § 


themselves destroyed. Without bases 
for replenishment of mines, torpedoes, 
food and fuel, 
harmless. 

*“‘We should have built long ago a 
large number of torpedo-planeg and tried 
them out. It is not now too late, even 
if the English and the Italians and 
(most exasperating) the vwermans hav> 
shown us the way, for us to do s0 now. 
At all events, the present need is too 
urgent, even if the country can patient- 
ly witness the spectacle, for us to permit 
Adr.iral Fiske and his friends to under- 
take this work, for the safety of the na- 
tion, at his and their own cost and ex- 
pense.’

Only a few days ago a cable from Amsterdam 
reflected the concern manifest in Germany about 
the aroused war spirit in the United States.

If the present conscription law just passed 
by Congress will raise an army of 5,000,000 ac- 
ceptable men, 6,000,000 more will probably be em- 
braced in the married men between the ages of 
25 and 40. Why not have the latter 5,000,000 men 
prepare now, not only as a definite preparedness 
measure, but for the otject lesson to foreign 
countries watching the spectacle of an army of 
10,000,000 men in process of training. It occurred 
to me this might be worth while trying.

OUR OWN WAR. 

In his Red Cross dedication address President 
Wilson wisely emphasized the necessity of unity 
of sentiment and purpose in the great war under- 
taking of the United States. The people support 
with singular unanimity the necessity of our en- 
trance into the war and the objects of the war as 
defined by the President. But acceptance is not 
sufficient; there must be unity and devotion in 
the work of attaining these objects. There must 
be concentration of energies and whole-hearted 
sacrifice. 

We should concentrate our efforts, as the Presi- 
dent said, thropgh organizations directed by our 
trained and competent experts. 

The President was right in emphasizing Ameri- 
ca’s unselfish purpose so far as seeking gain or 
advantage in territory or indemnity is concerned. 
We are not fighting to win advantage over any 
other nation, but to establish justice and liberty. | 

It should be borne in mind, howeyer, that we 
have a vital interest to serve in defeating military 
autocracy. We are fighting for the defense of 
America, the preservation of American sovereign- 
ty and the safety of our institutions. 

We must realize that we are not fighting 
France’s war, or Britain’s war, or Russia’s war; 
we are fighting our own war; we are fighting for 
justice, liberty and democracy in America, as well 
as in Europe. The triumph of the autocracy 
which has trampled on American rights and mur- 
dered American citizens will mean further aggres- 
sion against America—it will mean a life and 
death struggle to defend America from brutal con- 
quest. 

We must realize in undertaking the tasks of this 
war that we are fighting for everything that we 
hold dear in America. Victory is as necessary to 
us as it is to France or Britain or Russia or 
Italy. No sacrifice is too great to assure the vic- 
tory which will guarantee our own preservation 
and the fruits of just peace. 
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“There is no remedy against U-boats,” says the 
German Admiral von Capelle, which indicates that 
Prussian Kultur has reached the point of stag- 
nation where a rude shock will do it a world of 
good. 


HONOR TO OFFICER KIDWELL. 

When things are at sixes and sevens in the en- 
forcement of the laws or when the public is dis- 
tressed at the crest reached in a wave of petty 
crime, nothing is easier than to pile up re- 
proaches against the Police Department. Chief, 
Captain, patrolman and all come in for a share 
of popular denunciation. Yet how often we fail 
tc award a compensatory measure of praise when 
these invaluable servants of the common good do 
some little task well! 

There is mourning in the home of Patrolman 
Isaac Kidwell because he trted to do the thing 
for which heedless ones often blame policemen 
for failing to do. He was pursuing a negro sus- 
pected of an offense which at most amounted 
only to a misdemeanor. He followed his man 
into a dark hallway, where he was shot to death. 
It made no difference that the fugitive was not 
& great criminal. A pistol will shoot just as 
hard in the hands of a wife-beater as it will in 
the hands of a professional assassin. 

Probably there is not a day in St. Louis when 
some patrolman does not take a similar risk for 
an equally unimportant cause. What in an or- 


high order is to the policeman only a part of the 
day’s work. The average man passes a whole 
lifetime with never a single occasion when a 
malevolent enemy seriously attempts to snuff 
out his existence. The patrolman on his beat 
never knows around which corner death is lying 
in wait for him.

The world is suddenly confronted with the 
knowledge that Russia, where autocracy appeared 
to be most strongly intrenched, is the new and 
the real headquarters of the most radical Socia]- 
ism. The symbol which universally displaced 
the imperial double eagle was not a new Rus- 
sian natiopal flag, but the red banner of the In- 
ternational Socialist organization. It headed the 
Petrograd mobs and was carried by soldiers and 
civilians alike. We are not informed as to 
whether the Duma sanctioned its use, but each 
day’s news shows that the members of the Duma 
stand in more or less awe of those who carried 
and still flaunt it. 

And, as in the French Revolution, Paris con- 
trolled France, so, in this Russian overturn, Petro- 
grad is evidently the pivot on which the country 
will swing. What will Petrograd decide to do? 
The latest news is that the soldiers and working- 
men’s organization has declined to take a re- 
sponsible part in the provisional Government, 
which they characterize as a bourgeois or middle- 
class Government. But, while refusing to do their 
part in the difficult and thankless task of restor- 
ing order, they persist in terrorizing and ob- 
structing those who would go on with the work 
of governing the country. As a result of this 
condition, the army at the front hesitates between 
two opinions, and the nation fs threatened with 
chaos and anarchy. | 

This is Germany’s opportunity. SBecause the 
Russian radicals cannot get all they have dreamed 
of at once, they put themselves in the attitude 
of betraying Russia in the most critical moment of 
her history. Potsdam is watching and working. 
Petrograd is its main hope of relief at this 
juncture. If the Russian people permit Petrograd

of the capital, who know what Prussianism stands 
for. .The democracy of the world will condemn 
them as traitors to their own people and to hu- 
manity.

22,112 VOLUNTEER OFFICERS. 

At Fort Snelling, Minn., 5406 candidates for 
commissions have been accepted for the officers’ 
reserve corps; at Fort Sheridan, Ill., 5673; at Fort 
Riley, Kan., 4902, and at Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
Ind., 6131. This makes a total of 22,112 volunteers 
to serve as officers who are shown in preliminary 
tests to have at least some of the fundamental! 
qualifications for their duties. The number is 
sufficient to supply officers for an army of more 
than half a million privates. 

That all these are not in actual training is due 
only to a present lack of accommodations. There 
will be none too many if all the eligible ones who 
desire to go are given the opportunity. The great 
need of the army is intelligent, careful, trained 
officers. Undoubtedly brilliant careers are in 
store for some of these 22,112 civilians soon to be 
soldiers in command of important units. 

THE FOOD EXTORTIONERS’ LOBBY. 

Assistant Secretary Vrooman of the Department 

of Agriculture charges that a formidable lobby of 
speculatorg in foods and other necessaries has 
been organized and has already begun work at 
Washington for the defeat of measures looking to 
Government control of the price of articles en- 
tering into living costs. 
. We can imagine the profound constitutional ar- 
gument with which the lobbyists will appeal to 
Congress. Having suspended further deals in 
the May option on account of market-rigging that 
has become a scandal to the country, the Chicago 
Board of Trade has ruled that settlements shall 
be made on a basis of about $3.18 a bushel for 
wheat. 


Supposing the Government should now fix $2 


or some other sum far below $3.18 as a reasonable 
price for wheat. Assuming that the regulation 
was so effective as to prevent the speculators 
from disposing of their holdings at a greater price, 
what a clamor over “confiscation” would go up! 
Property would. be taken from them without due 
process of law, they would complain. 

But is there any legal title to that portion of 
the value attributed to property which has been 
created by manipulation, by methods repugnant to 
the laws-of trade, by illegal restraints? Can there 
be any confiscation in taking and reserving to 
the public benefit such artificial, fictitious values? 

Price control by the public, instead of by the 
speculators, will be an experiment never before 
attempted in this country. Very early in the his- 
tory of any system that may be authorized by 
Congress, undoubtedly a frantic appeal to the 
courts will be made. Then the crucial] test as to 
the extent of the Government’s war powers will 
come. 
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The German-Americans may have gone back on 
the Kaiser, as the Berlin Kreutz Zeitung laments, 
but the American food speculators are still with 
him. ‘ 
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UP WITH KING CORN. 

Now that the Department of Agriculture has 
appealed to the people to use more corn as food, 
in view of the whéat shortage, it is not too much 
to hope that we shall renew our acquaintance 
with the delicious corn pone. *While it is too 
much to expect that modern cooks will be able 
at once to turn out the egg-bread and hoecake 
that mother used to make, if they can merely 
attain a fair approximation the cause can never 
be termed an unmixed evil. 

Thinking the matter over seriously, it is hard 
to understand why the domestic brand of corn- 
bread should ever. have fallen into disuse. The 
most plausible explanation is that urban house- 
wives have had so many distractions that they 
have forgotten to love art for art’s own sake. 

Nothing is said here of restaurant cornbread. 
It is rarely worthy of serious consideration. It 
takes something more than meal and mercenary 
motive to make good cornbread. Love and good- 
feeling and generosity and hospitality are neces- 
sary ingredients in its delicious mixture. 

Who can regret his wheaten flour that sits 
down to an old-fashioned meal when the corn- 
bread or hoecake is brought on smoking hot 
from the kitchen—when it is flanked at table, 
for! instance, by some such gustatory delight as 
a mess of mustard greens and hog jowl? There 
should be also a big pitcher full of rich, fresh 
buttermilk, and a few such asides as a generous 
portion of old-time lye hominy fried in butter. 
And if there is a cup of fragrant coffee and a 
strawberry shortcake or a peach cobbler to top. 
off with, who shall complain then of the high 
cost of living?

THE COLLEGE MAN IN WAR. 

Whatever else may be said of him, the Amer- 
ican college man cannot be called a slacker.

Many have received decora- 
tions or honorable mention for gallantry. 

Thousands of other college men have applied 
for registration in the officers’ reserve corps or 
have enlisted in some branch of the service. Some 
of the big schools have been compelled to cancel 
athletic engagements for the spring and fall be- 
cause the athletes are going to war. Many of the 
agricultural colleges, including the agricultural 
department of our own State University, have 
been almost denuded of students, who have an- 
swered a patriotic call for the less exciting but no 
less important duty of increasing national food 
production. 

It will be largely from the ranks of these men 
that officers for America’s great new armies will 
be recruited. That euch men make ideal leaders, 
Great Eritain’s experienca of the Jast two years! 
abundantly proves. The Britich casualty lets, 
moreover, sound trumpet-tongued praise of the 
valor of the university man.

MR. ANTWINE ON THE ROOSEVELT PROBLEM. 


T looks as if the Germans are to have the 
ss] pleasure of meeting Col. Roosevelt and his 
friends somewhere in France,’’ Mr. Antwine 

said. 

‘‘The President will of course put it up to the real 
heads of the army. He will hardly presume to say 
whether or not it would be a good thing. His mili- 
tary advisors will be glad to take care of it. They 
have already expressed the opinion that it would not 
be a good thing. Whether the pressure brought by 
the country, which has had its effect on Congress, 
may also alter the policy of the army experts is a 
question. It probably will not. The army has its 
work cut out for it by the conscription act. It nas 
no time to divide with the Roosevelt enterprise. 

‘*However, that is not absolutely closing the way 
to France for anybody who wants to go over there 
and fight. The French commision has told us that 
France needs men at once, and if our own country is 
unable to equip, train and transport the volunteer 
force Col. Roosevelt wants to raise, those people will 
naturally turn to someone who can get them there. 
This may be France herself, as it probably would be. 
I can’t see any objection to it. Perhaps none would 
be made. If France needs men, it is our business to 
get men there as fast and in as many ways a5 we can. 

‘‘That is what I make of it. Certainly we cannot 
afford either to have our army charge that we inter- 
fered with it while it was doing the best it could or 
to have France say that we might have saved her if 
we had not stood on too much ceremony.’’

This 
arrangement is a time saver, in that the 
boiling point may be quickly reached, 
and then the gas reduced by turning out 
one of the burners.

Many persons think that by turning on 
all the heat, thus making the liquid boil 
violently, potatoes, etc., will cook that 
much faster. If one realizes that water, 
unless under pressure, cannot be raisec 
to a higher temperature than boilins 
point, 212 degrees F., it is evident that

t does not hasten cooking and often 
wastes material. When boiling point 
has been reached, it requires a surpris- 
ingly small amount of gas to keep that 
temperature.

How Gas Is Wasted

Another common instance of this kind 
is when potatoes, cauliflower, in fact al- 
most any vegetable is being boiled so 
rapidly that they are being broken and 
mashed. Gas is wasted, because enougn 
gas to keep the boiling point will cook 
the vegetables in just the same ti 
and the vegetables will be much bétter 
cooked than when so violently boiled. 
Meats cooked tn water are in most cas@s 
botle@ instead of simmered. Gas /is 
wasted and the meat is by no means 
cooked at its best. ‘ 

The oven should have two burners, 
each with a cock. In many instances 
when baking, start with eithe* a low 
heat or a cold oven; increase the heat 
toward the last, and turn out both burn- 
era the last five minutes of baking. 


~gWhen roasting, start with a hot oven, 
-an@ when the meat is seared, turn out 
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the back burner, or lower both. 

If the gas stove is so arranged, plan 
to use the heat of the oven for bak- 
ing when broiling, or vice versa. 

A small portable oven will more than

eral ways of getting full value from it 
ag fue! in the kitchen range. First re- 
member that about 60 per cent of its 
heating ability is lost when the coals 
are red hot. Never fill the fire pot so 
full that the coals touch the lids: this 
interferes with the draft around tie 
oven, and ¢he combustion of the coal 
is very incomplete. Put coal on the fire 
by shovel fulls. In this way the coal 
is-completely burned and its full quota 
of heat is obtained. Use the dampers 
that are put in the stove, and control 
the heat; send it where you want it.

Oven. Use the checks, both in the fire 
box door and in the chimney, to deaden 
the fire when not in use. 

This practically holds true of wood. 
Treasure carefully a]l the wood ashes 
and save them for the garden; they po- 
sess ingredients much desired by plants. 


A Dressing for Fruit Salad. 


HEY never use oil in the dressing 
which they serve on fruit salads 
in the West Indies, according to a wom- 
an who used to live in that part of the 
world. They make an entirely differ- 
ent dressing which she considers deli- 
Clous and the recipe for which she has 
brought here with her. This is it: Mix 
together in a saucepan on the fire 4 
tablespoons of water, 3 tablespoons of 
Sugar and 2 tablespoons of butter. Let 
it come to a boil and get just the least 
bit stringy. Take it from the fire and, 
when cooled a little, but not cold, stir 
in rapidly 1 tablespoon of lemon juice. 
Pour it over the fruit, which should be 
prepared and mixed together in a bowl, 
and set the dish in the refrigerator. 
Serve when quite cold. The dressing 
will be found to have spread a delicate 
giaze over the fruit. 


Teachers to Be Citizens in 
BILL has been introduced in the 
Hawaiian Legislature providing 
that the Department of Public In- 
struction, in selecting new school teach- 
ers, give the preference to men and 
women who are citizens of the Territory.
